Not 
more than ten years' real 
work has been 
done in 


them so far. 


"Up to a few years ago, 


the social science courses 
were unimportant and neg- 
lected in most universities. 
Departments 
were 
small 


and teachers were regard- 
ed almost as dangerous men. 
In the natural science ex- 
hibits at the World's Fair 
we are shown how the first 
explorers were under sus- 
picion as disturbers of .es- 
tablished beliefs. 


"Now we see the change 


taking place. Social science 
is a desired study. Fifty 
years from now social sci- 
ence may have its exposi- 
tion." 


An interesting observa- 


tion and reasonable prophe- 
cy. One can only hope, how- 
ever, that too many booms 
and depressions will not be 
required 
for 
laboratory 


study in the next fifty years.

appears much lower than in any 
year since the beginning of the 
world war,'1 the department said 
yesterday. But it added.-;

"On the whole, national supplies 


of principal food cropi.'lf closely 
utilized, should be sufficient for 
ordinary requirements." 
By combining estimates for 33 


principal crops, the 
department 
said indicated yields per acre will 
average 18 per cent less than last 
year and about 22 per cent below 
the average for the past 13 years.

OPPOSITION AWAY 
TUESDAY ELECTION 


NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 
12.—(IP) 
—Senator Huey Long realized to- 
day his ambition to smash "the 
ring" that has been a power in 
New Orleans for half a century. 
His candidates in yesterday's 
democratic primary won convinc- 
ing victories, and "the ring" can- 
didates, sponsored by Mayor T. 
Semmes Walmsley, were beaten. 
The election results went furth- 
er than a mere endorsement of 
candidates. They established Long 
as a dictator with wide powers 
in the state. 
Previously, "the ring"—the old 
regular organization which year 
after year had elected its candi- 
dates with little trouble—has re- 
pulsed Senator Long's determin- 
ed drives against it. As recently 
as January, in the mayoralty elec- 
tion, it defeated Long candidates. 
The senator had his vengeance 


today and it was not an ordinary 
vengeance, but one that brought 
tears to the 
eyes of hardened 
campaigners. The hurray of vic- 
tory was strangely lacking. 
Huey Long, himself, was jubi- 
lant. He said he won because the 
election was "fair," and the op- 
position hadn't had a chance to 
count him out "as1 they did ,in the 
January primary." 
Armed Forces 
The senator had brought the 
entire Louisiana national guard, 
2,000 or more strong, to New Or- 
leans to make certain that the 
election was "fair and peaceful." 
Walmsley added to his police force 
to bring it almost up to a par 
with Long's 
military 
strength, 
also to insure a "fair and peace- 
ful" election. 
Despite the martial threat, the 
city witnessed a quiet election. 
Both sides agreed to an arbitra- 
tion committee, which held abso- 
lute command on election day. 
The committee reported only a 
few minor complaints. 
A special session of the legisla- 
ture is anticipated within a short 
time at which the officials will 
(Long says) be impeached or ad- 
dressed out of office for alleged 
"graft and corruption" in the city 
government. 
Huey Long can truly call him- 
self a dictator now. His control 
of the country vote, as evidenced, 
by the balloting outside New Or- 
leans, is stronger than ever. 
Porter Was Winner 
One of Long's candidates, the 
late Justice Winston Overton of 
the state supreme court, who died 
Sunday, led in early returns in 
his race for reelection over Judge 
Thomas F. Porter. Incomplete un- 
official returns later showed Over- 
ton polled 4,985 votes to 9,633 votes 
for Porter. 
The democratic executive com- 
mittee has announced that Por- 
ter will be declared the party 
nominee without opposition, but 
Long said a runoff 
would be 
necessary even if the legislature 
had to make provision for one.
